The
English eapitalist is always ready to invest
in an enterprise which has an established
reputation that is in itself o guarantee of
security. A big drygoods houxe which has
an established reputation, like Stewart’s or
Lord & Taylor, in New York; Jordon,
Mursh, in Boston; Wanamaker's, in Phila-
delphis, and similar houses in the West,
would find no diffioulty in securing all the
English capital it wanted. That is because
these stores are known and people flock to
them naturally. Enterprises with a large
quantity of risk in them are not likely, how-
ever, to find favor across the pond.
